They charged 
another with disorderly conduct, plus hav- 
ing a disorderly household and selling alco- 
hol to minors. 

Weekend parties are a constant concern 
for the AHS staff, but the frequency, size and 
in-school student advertising of these parties 
has alarmed students, teachers, administra- 
tors, parents and police, said AHS Principal 
Wilbur Hixon. 

“From what I've heard there’s been at 
least one major party each weekend since 
school began,” Mr. Hixon said. 

Three AHS students with whom the 
Townsman spoke confirmed the number of 
parties, In addition, they said some of the stu- 
dents hosting parties have made hundreds of

Three junior members of the 
Department of Public Works and two 
employees from the Municipal 
Maintenance Department will be let 
go due to budget cuts handed down 
by the town manager.

Here’s what to 
do with leaves

You can’t live with them, and you 
can’t burn them. 

“There is no burning of leaves,” 
Deputy Fire Chief Harold Wright said 
this week. 

That’s not a town ordinance but a 
state law, Deputy Wright said. 

Open burning is allowed by permit, 
normally from Jan. 15 to May 1, the 
deputy said, but is not supposed to be 
for leaves. 

It is supposed to be for “prunings 
and clippings,” according to the 
deputy. 

Agricultural permits can also be 
obtained by some commercial 
operators, such as nurseries or farms, 
for burning plants. 

Leaves shouldh’t be thrown in with 
the trash because the town, and every 
taxpayer, will then have to pay to have 
them burned at the incinerator in 
North Andover. 

The most environmentally safe way 
to dispose of leaves is to compost them, 
and the town will soon be able to help 
in that regard, according to Dennis 
Sheehan of the Department of Public 
Works. 

“We are building a compost site 
right now off High Plain Road on Bald 
Hill,” Mr. Sheehan said. 

The site will be open Thursdays, 
Fridays, and Saturdays, Oct. 18 
through Nov. 24, from 8 a.m.-4 p.m. 

Residents must remove the leaves 
from bags or boxes. No debris, such as 
trash or brush, can be mixed in with 
the leaves. 

“They can bring the brush to the 
landfill,” Mr. Sheehan said. 


Hazardous site 
is cleaning up

Brickstone’ Properties, of Andover, 
is on a list of 16 non-priority hazardous 
waste sites recently classified by the 
state Department of Environmental 
Protection. 

The classification refers to a heating 
oil spill that occurred on the site before 
Brickstone owned the property, 
according to Everett Penney, the 
town’s health director.

“That was two 40,000-gallon 
underground oil tanks that existed 
there from the ’40s and ‘50s,” Mr. 
Penney said. “That used to be the 
power plant for the Shetland 
Properties. It’s now the Brickstone 
Properties. 

“It was heating oil. They shut that 
plant down probably 10 years ago.” 

When the storage tanks were pulled 
out of the ground they had been 
leaking extensively and some of the oil 
was seeping through the soil into the 
Shawsheen River just yards away, 
according to the health director. 

DEP has been working with 
Brickstone on a clean-up plan for some 
time. 

“It’s been about three years,” Mr. 
Penney said. 

“There still is oil-impregnated soil 
down there.” 

The classification is a positive step 
because now Brickstone will be 
allowed to hire a contractor to begin 
the clean-up, according to the health 
director. 

“Our expectation is that they will 
move very fast , within the next six 
months or so,” Mr. Penney said. 


Dec-Tam faces 
EPA complaint

The U.S. Environmental Protection 
Agency last month proposed a fine 
against an Andover firm for violating 
laws governing asbestos removal from 
schools in New Hampshire. 

The EPA filed a complaint and 
proposed a $20,000 fine against Dec- 
Tam Corp., of 10 Lowell Junction Road, 
alleging the firm employed a worker 
whose certification was expired and 
did not perform adequate testing after 
completing the work. 

Everett Penney, Andover’s health 
director, said the company is closely 
monitored and has had no problems 
here in town. 

“We do regular inspections at their 
plant. Actually, they’ve been a model 
company in terms of asbestos removal 
control,” Mr. Penney said. 

The workers have always been “well 
trained, qualified and licensed,” 
according to Mr. Penney. 

Dec-Tam may request a hearing on 
the proposed penalty and the violation. 
The firm also has an opportunity to 
meet with the EPA.

Andover police woufd like to warn 
local businesses to be aware of a scam 
that has been pulled a few times 
recently in which a one dollar bill is 
substituted for 20 dollar bill. 

“What they're doing is they're 
taking a one dollar bill and taking the 
ends of a 20 dollar bill and taping them 
to the one dollar bill,” said Detective 
Kevin Burke. 

Only one end is clipped from the 
original 20 dollar bills so that the 20s 
are still good. The ends from a couple 
20s are then taped with thin, 
transparent tape to the ones. 

“If somebody handed you that bill 
with their thumb over the picture of 
George Washington, and your're just 
making changé, you're not going to 
notice it,” Det. Burke said. 

The scam was successful last 
Tuesday at the Brigham’s restaurant 
on Main Street. 

“We found it in our pickup at the 
end of the day,” said John Ott, a 
manager for the restaurant. 

Similar ruses have been pulled 
during the last week or so in Haverhill, 
Tewksbury and Billerica, according to 
police.

Changes in her country in the 
past year have brought some 
uncertainty about the future, but 
the minister said it will be for the 
better. 

“I think right now we are at 
the fork in the road and we are 
looking for which way to go. 
“Although there is great free- 
dom, there is no great discipline 
or responsibility for what you 
say or do. By always taking care 
of everyone the government has 
discouraged people from work- 
ing and knowing work,” she said. 
“But I think that everything is 
going to be (OK) and that we'll 
find a stability.” 

The folk culture will benefit 
from the changes, she said. 

“There is such a great freedom 
now in all the republics and 
there is such a nationalism in all 
the cultures, consequently there 
is a move to preserve the individ- 
ual folklores.” 

The new freedoms in the 
Soviet government have also 
brought changes for the dance 
troupe. 

“We have more of a choice 
now of tours than we had before. 
Formerly, everything was dictat- 
ed by Moscow,” the minister 
said. 

Now the group can establish 
direct contact with tour sites, 
establish its own route and 
decide what they will include in 
the act. 

Positions such as cultural 
minister in the Soviet Union 
used to be reserved for politi- 
cians, Ms. Abdulgamidova said. 
Now people like herself, a former 
singer, pianist and chorale con- 
ductor, have more prominent 
roles.

Making apple butter 


By Rita Richardson 

October is the month to 
celebrate apples, pumpkins, 
cornstalks and to gather the last 
of the herb garden. Thyme, rose- 
mary, savory and sage dry well 
in bunches just hanging around 
the kitchen and the scent is 
delightful. 

It’s also time to turn those not- 
so-perfect apples into apple but- 
ter (the grown-up applesauce), so 
good flavored with cinnamon, 
nutmeg, cloves. Used to accompa- 
ny roasts, pork, or as the star of 
the relish tray, apple butter is as 
easy as, well, pie. 

Apple butter 

3 lbs, apples, quartered, cored, 
sliced 

1 cup apple cider/juice 

1 cup apple cider vinegar 

1 cup white sugar 

1/2 cup brown sugar 

1 tsp. each: cinnamon, ground 
cloves, nutmeg, ground allspice. 

Place apples in heavy 
saucepan, cover with cider and 


vinegar. Bring to boil, then sim- 
mer, stirring gently until apples 
fall apart. Work apples and juices 
through a food mill into another 
heavy saucepan. Bring to a boil, 
reduce heat and add the sugars 
and spices and cook very slowly 
1 and 1/2 to 2 hours, stirring fre- 
quently so it doesn’t burn or 
scorch. 

Enjoy the heavenly smell. 
Cool the puree, correct season- 
ings and pour into jars. 

In Pennsylvania-Dutch coun- 
try, apple butter is served with 
cottage cheese and crackers - a 
nice combination. You may also 
use the apple butter on toast or 
as a filling for crepes. Top with 
whipped cream and a spring of 
applemint. Happy harvest. 


If you have an idea for

Underage drinking is a problem in 
every high school, agree the two se- 
niors and one junior the Townsman in- 
terviewed last week. All three are 
involved in Students Against Drunk 
Driving and the community Assess- 
ment, Support and Knowledge organi- 
zation that discourages drug abuse and 
provides alternative activities. 

Senior Patty Murphy, a coordinator 
of the SADD newsletter, believes drink- 
ing is an impossible problem for teach- 
ers and SADD members to solve right 
away. She said SADD members are do- 
ing the best they can to make sure their 
classmates who drink get a safe ride 
home. 

“We (SADD) don’t condone drink- 
ing, but all we can realistically do is let 
students know about the consequences 
of their actions, provide them with a 
ride home if they have been drinking 
and plan more alternative activities,” 
said Ms. Murphy, of River Road. 
Where do they get it? 

All three students agree kids can 
easily obtain alcohol in the area.

Others have older siblings buy it, 
some steal it from parents, some pay 
adult patrons of liquor stores to buy it 
for them, or in extreme cases, students 
have gone to Boston and paid as little 
as $50 for a fake Massachusetts license, 
students here said. 

Alyson Bates, president of the AHS 
chapter of SADD and a member of the 
community ASK team, said SADD has 
made a difference in reducing the num- 
ber of student who drink as well as re- 
ducing the number who drink and 
drive. 

“Tt really hit home for most students 
here when the kids got arrested,” said 
Ms. Bates, of Greenbriar Circle. 

The consequences of drinking and 
driving hit home for Ryan Kelly, AHS 


junior class president and a member of 


SADD and ASK. Mr. Kelly, Washington 
Park Drive, almost lost a sister when 
she was hit Tuesday night, Oct. 2, by an 
alleged drunk driver. At last report she 
was in stable condition. Though the in- 
cident was not related to any AHS par- 
ties, it has changed Mr. Kelly. 

“Tf you had asked me a week ago | 
would have said I was afraid people I 
knew might get caught by their parents 
and be grounded. But, now after what’s 
happened, I'm a afraid someone is go- 
ing to get killed.” 

Whose responsibility is it? 

AHS administrators’ concern about 
weekend parties and the rumors of ad- 
vertising and collecting money for al- 
cohol during school hours have 
motivated them to speak to students 
they believe will be hosting parties. 

“You can’t control what happens on 
Friday and Saturday night,” said Steve 


Richardson, AHS assistant principal in 
charge of discipline.

Parental responsibility for illegal 
actions of their children resulting 
from underage drinking at house 
parties is a gray area of the law in 
Massachusetts, according to 
Thomas Lambert, a professor of law 
at Suffolk University in Boston, who 
the Essex County district attorney’s 
office recommended as an authority 
on civil matters relating to liability 
in drinking cases. 

“If you (a parent) know or have 
reason to know your premises are 
being used for activities that could 
potentially lead to harm and you do 
nothing to curtail it, you could be 
held liable,” said Mr. Lambert. 

He said the reason-to-know clause 
is where parents have the hardest 
time defending themselves.The laws 
in Massachusetts that hold liquor 


“But, if someone got killed and we 
knew anything about it and we didn’t 
pass on the information, I feel we're re- 
sponsible. My personal opinion is that 
the school has the responsibility to call 
the parent,” he said. 

This role by the AHS staff has some 
students questioning the administra- 
tion’s belief that it has some responsi- 
bility for teen-agers’ actions outside of 
school. 

According to the Schoo] Committee 
policy book, possession, transfer or 
sale of controlled substances on school 
property or at school functions is pro- 
hibited by Massachusetts law and is en- 
forceable by the local police. Advance 
staff knowledge of this activity on 
school grounds or at school activities 
also requires notification to adminis- 
tration. But, there is no mention of staff 
responsibility for reporting advance 
knowledge of controlled substance use 
by students off school grounds or dur- 
ing non-school time. 

Teachers and administrators be- 
came aware of a planned weekend par- 
ty two weeks ago, when one student 
advertised his party on his T-shirt, said 
AHS Principal Hixon. Students, admin- 
istrators and teachers said that on Fri- 
day, Sept. 28, a student wore a T-shirt to 
school advertising a party at his house 
on the front of the shirt and his name 
and phone number on the back. 

Mr. Richardson said he was notified 
about the student toward the end of the 
school day. According to Mr. Richard- 
son, the student was brought into the 
office and apprised of the risks he was 
taking. He was told that his parents’ 
house could be vandalized and he was 
warned of possible lawsuits if anyone 
was hurt or killed due to alcohol being 
served at his party. 

“This student wasn’t telling just a 
few friends about a get-together. He 
told 1,200 that he was having a party,”

stores and bars responsible for the 
actions of patrons consuming alco- 
hol bought on their premises are 
clearer and more stringent than 
those binding hosts of parties or 
their parents, he said. 

Any individual serving alcohol to 
a minor, including a minor him- or 
herself, is held liable for the illegal 
actions of that person resulting from 
consuming alcohol, according to to 
Mr. Lambert. 

In an increasing number of cases, 
teen-agers who are held responsible 
for serving alcohol can be tried as 
adults, he said. 

In these instances, parents’ home 
owners insurance, which provides 
coverage for all family members 
residing in the household, could 
come under fire if victims of drunk 
driving accidents sue for damages. 


said Mr. Richardson, who added he 
didn’t know if the party went on as 
planned. He did try to phone that stu- 
dent’s parents but he never reached 
them. 

What do parents know? 

The consensus of every student, 
teacher, administrator and counselor 
with whom the Townsman spoke is 
that most parents don’t know about the 
parties. 

“I think most parents are naive 
when it comes to their kids going to 
these parties,” said Mr. Kelly. “They 
say ‘not my son, not my daughter.’ 
They don’t believe or want to believe 
it’s going on,” he said. 

Mr. Richardson said after talking to 
the student wearing the T-shirt, he was 
certain the student’s parents had no 
idea what their son was planning. 


Kenneth Seifert, superintendent of 


schools, and Police Chief James John- 
son are collaborating on a letter to be 
sent to parents within the next two 
weeks. The aim of the letter, said Dr. 
Seifert, is to educate parents about 
what’s happening in the school com- 
munity. 

“We (school and town officials) are 
aware of what's going on and we won't 
allow the school house to be used as a 
vehicle to plan and support parties,” 
Dr. Seifert said. 

Patricia Barrett, a health teacher at 
AHS and staff adviser for SADD, said 
parents have to open their eyes to 
what’s going on in their child’s life. 

“They need to know what’s happen- 
ing on their street, what their children 
are doing, what their children’s friends 
are doing and they need to communi- 
cate with other parents,” she said. 

“Kids feel it is a personal issue as to 
what they do on their own time, but it’s 
a community issue as well. The respon- 
sibility isn’t solely ours,” said Ms. Bar- 


-rett. 


Talking issues in the classroom 
A few of the school’s teachers have 


_addressed the issue of alleged under- 


age drinking at the weekend parties 
and the school’s responsibility during 
classroom discussions, said Ms. Bates. 

During one discussion, Ms. Bates 
said classmates in her Dominant Ideas 
of Man class expressed mixed feelings 
about teachers’ and administrators’ re- 
sponsibilities. In the case of the student 
wearing the advertisement on his T- 
shirt, she said the class felt the student 
brought the administration into the is- 
sue. 

“He blatantly showed he was having 
a party. He brought the school into the 
problem,” she said. 

But when talking about administra- 
tors responding to rumors of weekend 
parties, she said some students believe 
teachers and administrators over step- 
ping their bounds. 

“There was a debate over whose 
business it was what students do on 
their weekend time. Some students 
said they don’t get involved in teach- 
ers’ activities on the weekends, so why 
should teachers get involved with stu- 
dents,” said Ms. Bates. 

Mike Marcoux, drug and alcohol 
counseling psychologist at AHS, said 
students have told him they believe as 
long as they get A’s and B’s in school 
and work hard during the week, what 
they do on their own time is their busi- 
ness. 

“In many cases we (school staff) are 
expected to be Monday morning quar- 
terbacks. We are expected to deal with 
all kinds of teen-age issues. Issues like 
suicide, depression, teen pregnancy 
and eating disorders... It’s OK when we 
help out with these, but when we begin 
to intrude on their time it’s none of our 
business and that’s where we should 
draw the line. I don’t agree with that. 
They can’t pick and choose,” he said. 

Brenda O’Brien, 
health education for Andover schools, 
said underage drinking and the reali- 
ties of drinking and driving are com- 
munity issues that should be addressed 
by all community leaders, including 
teachers, students, administrators and 
others concerned with teen-agers’ wel- 
fare. 

“If there is prior knowledge to any 
activity of this sort by an adult and 
nothing is done to prevent it, then it’s 
as good as condoning the activity,” she 
said. 

Ms. O’ Brien has worked closely 
with the SADD and the community 
ASK team to provide alcohol- and drug- 
free alternatives to weekend beer bash- 
es. She said more communication is 
needed between students desiring the 
alternative activities and school offi- 
cials and adults. 

Ms. Bates and other members of 
SADD are afraid students who have 
been drinking at parties will panic 
when police raid parties. They are 
afraid a drunk student will jump into a 
car and drive, or get into a car with a 
driver who has been drinking, just to 
avoid being arrested. The Sept. 29 par-

Sometimes when an organiza- 


‘tion or family has a problem they 


close ranks and won't talk about it.

Today parents are dealing with 
raising children when often both 
mom and dad work. And in these 
economically shaky times, it is 
easy to become so absorbed in 
work that a parent can neglect his 
or her children without meaning 
to. Children today seem so grown 
up, so able to cope. Afterall, we rea- 
son, they can drive, run errands 
for us, buy their own clothes, hold 
a job and make a lot of their own 
decisions, 

Leaving them alone for a week- 
end couldn’t hurt that much. 

Wrong. And the kids, as well as 
administrators and faculty at 
Andover High School are witness 
to that fact. 

It's time for Andover to address 


‘the needs of teen-agers, how they 


spend their free time, what they do 
on the weekends, what adults and 
teens can agree they can do with 
their free time. A good place to 
start is with the kids themselves. 
If we’re willing to listen, they will 


talk.

Country-style or modern, basic 
lighting needs remain the same 


The basic lighting needs for 
effectively lighting a country kitchen 
are primarily the same as for a kitchen 
with a sleek Euro-modern look or 
other period or contemporary design. 
You need good general and task 
lighting. If you happen to be doing a 
major remodel or installing a 
completely new kitchen, you do not 
want the style of the fixtures to clash 
with the decor. 

Take the basics first: the kitchen is 
a work area where lots of time is spent 
in food preparation. It may also be 
used by the children for homework 
and by family members for hobbies or 
household management and planning 
projects. 

A country-style kitchen is often a 
place where the family gathers for 
meals and informal entertaining. Some 
even have a section for relaxing in an 
old-fashioned rocking chair in front of 
a fireplace. 

Others may include an office area 
where the cook files recipes in 
traditional wooden boxes or even 
invokes the use of a computer terminal 
for storing the family records. 

These special functions call for well- 
planned lighting. 


Ceiling fixtures provide general 
over-all illumination in many 
kitchens. Sometimes they are centered 
on the ceiling, but this is seldom a good 
arrangement unless there is 
supplemental task lighting over or 
under counters, at the sink, stove and 
any other work areas. In the country 
kitchens of old, with only a center-of- 
the-ceiling fixture, cooks were left 
working in their own shadow at 
countertops or on tables placed around 
the perimeter of the room. 

If surface-mounted ceiling fixtures 
are your choice for kitchen lighting, 
they will be more functional if 
installed over work areas. Recessed 
downlights are another good choice, 
but they must be of sufficient number 
and properly spaced to achieve 
effective lighting. 

Because they are recessed in the 
ceiling with only the trim showing, 
they are inconspicuous and do not 
clash with any style decor. Downlights 
combine reflectors, baffles, diffusers 
and apertures to direct light 
downward, shield the light source and 
avoid glare. They can be installed in 
low- and high-ceilinged kitchens and

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“If you’re painting with latex, 


you watch out for mercury

For some of us, the Environmental 
Protection agency’s action last month 
to ban the use of mercury in interior 
paints for health reasons triggered 
memories of our only direct experience 
with this substance - those childhood 
days when a fever kept us home from 
school. 

Somehow we always managed to 
break a thermometer and spill its 
mysterious contents onto a table top. 
What nifty stuff to play with -seeming 
not quite liquid and not quite solid - 
that could be coaxed into forming 
multi-sized spheres, shiny silver in 
color. 

Recent scientific information not 
only tells us it’s a bad idea for children 
to play with mercury, but also that 
there are health risks from breathing 


_ fumes containing mercury. 


The EPA action, which also requires 
the use of labels on exterior paints 
containing mercury, reflects particular 
concern about the possible health risks 
for pregnant women and children. This 
stems from a reported case of 
acrodynia, a form of mercury 
poisoning, in a 4-year-old boy whose 
Michigan home had been painted with 
a mercury-containing paint in 1989. 

Symptoms of acrodynia include 
weakness and severe pain in the 
extremities, pinkness and peeling of the 
hands, feet and nose, irritability, 
sweating and a rapid heartbeat.

Although his case was severe, months 
of medical treatment happily resulted 
in near-complete recovery. 

In announcing the paint decision, 
EPA officials said available evidence 
suggests the kind of mercury poisoning 
found in the Michigan case is rare. 
Exposure to mercury can have other 
adverse effects on the nervous system 
and kidneys in children and adults. 
Symptoms of mercury poisoning 
include decreased motor functions, 
muscle reflexes, slight tremors, short- 
term memory loss, headaches and 
abnormal EEGs (a measure of electrical 
activity in the brain). If you think you 
or your child might be suffering from 
any symptoms of mercury poisoning, 
consult your doctor. 

Mercury has typically been added to 
about one quarter to one third of latex 
paints. It has not been used in oil 
paints. You can find out whether 
specific paints contain mercury by 
contacting the National Pesticide 
Telecommunication Network (1-800-858- 
7378), state health departments or 
agencies responsible for regulating 
pesticides, (usually the department of 
agriculture) or the EPA New England 
offices in Boston. 

If the interior of your house has been 
recently painted and you are concerned 
about mercury exposure, you can 
reduce your risks by ventilating the 
area thoroughly; open windows and

other home areas and use many 
different types of lightbulbs designed 
to meet the need and circumstance. 
(Eyeball and other adjustable recessed 
fixtures or partially recessed fixtures 
can light a wall to showcase a 
collection of china plates or platters or 
other wall-mounted collectors items or 
show the beautiful grain of wood 
cabinets.) 

It is not always prohibitively 
expensive to install recessed 
downlights, especially if it is a one- 
story home with attic or plenum space 
above. There are recessed units 
available adapting to installation by 
simply opening cuts in a ceiling. Just 
be sure to adhere to local electrical and 
fire codes. 

Good advice is available at a 
lighting showroom where salespersons 
are trained in effective lighting or 
where you may find a “lighting 
laboratory,” a fully equipped room 
setting where the different kinds of 
lighting and their flexibility and effect 
can be shown. 

Good task lighting is vital at the 
sink and range areas. One idea is to 
install two recessed or track 
downlights, spread 15 inches to 18 
inches apart, fitted with 75-watt “R” 
(reflector) bulbs. If energy 
conservation is primary, compact 
fluorescents,.which use less electricity 
are available. They can be used 
recessed, surface-mounted or behind a 
faceboard. A total of 60 watts is 
necessary for good lighting in this type 
of installation. If your stove has a 
range hood, it requires at least a 40- 
watt incandescent bulb. 

Undercabinet lighting is ideal for 
work areas under cabinets because it 
focuses light directly on the tasks. 
Fixtures should be mounted as close to 
the front of the cabinets as possible to 
avoid glare reflecting off any shiny 
work surfaces, 

In a country kitchen, this might not 
be a problem if some or all of the 
countertops are of wood or butcher 
block. Fluorescent fixtures are a good 
choice for undercabinet lighting. They 
range from 12 inches to 48 inches long 


and should cover at last two-thirds of 
the length of the counter. A rule of 
thumb is eight watts for every foot of 


counter length, 


The color rendition quality of 


fluorescent and the choices available 
are much greater now than formerly. 
But if you still prefer the more golden 
glow of incandescent, other choices 
include low-voltage fixtures, some 
accommodating tungsten-halogen 
lightbulbs that provide a strong, white 
light, burn longer than regular 
incandescents and are available in 
smaller, less-obtrusive fixtures. 
Low-voltage lighting requires a 
transformer to adapt normal electrical 
current. Sometimes the transformer is 


incorporated into the fixture but, if 
track lighting is your choice, one 
transformer may be sufficient to 
service a length of track 
accommodating several fixtures or 
heads. 

Many country kitchens are designed 
with a center island arrangement 
patterned after the old familiar design 
of a table in the center of the room 
used for all manner of food preparation 
which ineluded rolling out dough for 
pies or kneading bread on a Saturday 
baking day. Many homemakers like 
the welcoming scent of fresh-baked 
bread, but don’t want to indulge in the 
backbreaking job of kneading over a 
low-level kitchen table. Center islands 
are higher and much more functional. 

They require shadow-free light. 
Pendant fixtures are one solution. 
They are chandelier-like fixtures 
suspended from the ceiling, but 
smaller and without arms. Mounted 
over an island or peninsula, they 
provide efficient lighting and clutter- 
free working counter space. Styles are 
available with ceramic, glass or 
wooden shades and trim compatible 
with country decor. 

If you have an antique, round oak 
table in your country kitchen or 
adjacent dining area, hang a 
chandelier above the table designed in 
a traditional style or with wood rim. 

The size of the chandelier should be 
proportionate to the room or area. In a 
room 10 feet wide or less, usually the 
fixture should not be larger than about 
2 feet in diameter and should be 12 
inches narrower than your table so 
people won't bump into it when they 
stand up. 

The bottom of the chandelier should 
be 30 inches above the table, if your 
ceiling is 8 feet high, out of the line of 
sight when people are seated. If your 
ceiling is more than 8 feet high, raise 
the chandelier 8 inches for each 
additional foot height. If the table is 
used for household tasks, consider a 
fixture with a built-in concealed 
downlight for providing task lighting 
directly on the table's surface. 
Matching wall lights mounted on each 
side of a hutch add both light and 
ambience, 

You need good task lighting if your 
kitchen includes a separate desk or 
planning area. A fluorescent strip 
mounted under a cabinet and over the 
desk area will provide good light. 
Install a 30- or 40-watt tube, 15 to 18 
inches above the surface and 12 inches 
back from the front edge of the desk. 

If your preference is for 
incandescent, you will need 75 to 100 
watts to see well and the bottom of the 
shade should be at eye level, about 22 
inches to the side of the work or 
reading material,

{( “ontinued from page | 4A) 
place a fan to direct the fumes 
outdoors. 

Other important steps that should 
be taken to protect human health and 
the environment. Unused cans of paint 
should be tightly sealed and stored out 
of the reach of children. Unwanted 
cans of paint should be disposed of 
properly, even when small amounts 
are involved. Contact the household 
hazardous waste collection program in 
your community to see if they will 
accept the paint. Your local health 
department or solid waste 
management agency can help you 
locate the program or provide 
guidance if your community doesn’t 
have one. 

Don't pour paint (or other 
hazardous household wastes) down the 
drain, into the toilet, on the ground or 
into any body of water. 

Before making their decision on 
interior paints, EPA officials consulted 
manufacturers of mercury products, 
The manufacturers explained that the 


purpose of adding mercury to paint is 
to control bacterial growth and 
mildew. Today alternative additives 
are available for this purpose and are 
already being used by many paint 
companies. 

EPA will look at more data before 
deciding whether additional mercury 
control measures are necessary for 
exterior paints and other products, 
such as certain adhesives and 
spackling compounds. 

Having taken these precautions 
regarding paint, the only other task is 
to find something other than spilled 
mercury to occupy the time of 
youngsters home with an elevated 
temperature. Fortunately, this is not 
much of a problem, in that today’s 
youth seem to find little entertainment 
value in any of the non-electronic 


playthings of their predecessor 
generations.

* The thickness of the vinyl profile 
is a useful guide to quality: the thicker 
profiles are generally of superior 
quality. 

«+ The window system should be 
genuinely multi-chambered - that is, it 
should contain at least three internal 
chambers to ensure maximum 
strength and effective insulation and 
drainage. 

+ The number of barriers to lateral 
water penetration tends to vary 
according to the design of the window 
sill. 

Many windows only provide one 
barrier, but the better windows 
provide three. 

These indications of structural 
integrity won't be obvious to you when 
viewing a window or sample window. 
Ask the company representative or 
installer to explain the construction. 
Get a demonstration of how the 
windows opens. 

The up and down movement should 
be smooth.The tilt-in sash should 
release easily for cleaning. And the 
glass should be thick (preferably 3/4 
inches for proper thermal insulation 
and sound reduction.

cally convenient distinction between 
our legislators and the electorate that 
places them in office? 

Alba Castillo explains that “The 
forced budget cuts and program 
reforms are needed to end wasteful 
spending” (Andover Townsman, Sept. 
27, page 68), Is it obvious to anyone that 
reducing the commonwealth’s rev- 
enues will reduce the tendency to 
waste? Or will the services provided by 
the commonwealth ~ efficient and 
wasteful — be reduced proportionately? 

The voters can control wasteful gov- 
ernment spending only by accepting 
more responsibility for the manner in 
which the commonwealth is governed. 
Each voter can learn more about the 
details of how the commonwealth 
spends. Each voter can take the time to 
share the insights gained through dili- 
gent investigation with other voters.

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CBD 
recommends 
changes

The Central Business District 
subcommittee has been busy the past few 
weeks, completing a list of parking recom- 

mendations for the Planning Board and hear- 
ing presentations on business and 
development strategies for downtown areas 
in cities and towns across the state. 

The CBD subcommittee was formed last 
spring by the Planning Board to study ways 
the town might be able to revitalize the 
downtown business district. 

In a report to the Planning Board complet- 
ed and approved last Friday morning, the 
group recommended creating more unlimit- 
ed parking on parts of Elm, Chestnut, Cen- 
tral, Park and Florence streets. It also 
outlined a plan. to lease the former Elm Street 


. igas station site to create 48 parking spaces at 


an estimated cost of $11,000, 

Three recommendations for improved 
parking management in the CBD include in- 
creased enforcement through more ticket- 
ing, for example, issue two tickets per day for 
violators rather than the single ticket now is- 
sued for an all-day violation; relocate early 
morning bus stops with the aim of moving 
commuter parkers out of the CBD; and seek 
the assistance of employers to encourage em- 
ployees to park in designated long-term park- 
ing spaces. 

The group also recommended more signs 
be installed, directing motorists to designat- 
ed parking areas. 

Selectmen pan involvement 

The director of a state downtown 
redevelopment program made a presentation 
to the CBD subcommittee Friday morning, 
only to have the Board of Selectmen at least 
temporarily withdraw the town from the pro- 
gram Monday night. 

Lynn Bowness, of the Executive Office of 
Communities and Development, talked with 
those at the CBD meeting about the Mas- 
sachusetts Main Street Program after receiv- 
ing a letter of interest in the program from 
Buzz Stapezynski, town manager.

“T resent the fact that it went out before we 
saw it or even knew the content of it,” Select- 
man William Downs said of the letter. “I’m 
not very enthusiastic about it,”

out the selectmen knowing about it,” Mr.

The Main Street program uses federal 
funding and is aimed at helping towns revi- 
talize and market their downtown business 
districts.

Any funding beyond 
the cost of the program’s consultant has to be 
raised locally, whether it be from municipal 
or private funds. 

The program received enthusiastic re- 
views from William Dalton and Hooks John- 
ston, the two official members of the CBD 
subcommittee, as well as others present at 
the meeting. 

Mr. Stapezynski offered no explanation as 
to why the letter was sent out without con- 
sulting the selectmen. 

Also, at least two persons listed in the let- 
ter as supporters of the project told the board 
they were not consulted about the use of their 
names and asked to have their names re- 
moved. 


“Tam not a member of this task force,” 
said Mary K, Mann, of 41 School St. “I cer- 
tainly have never thought of myself as a 
member of this group.” 

“I think using their names without prior 
approval shows poor judgment,” said Ms. 
Ralston.

Some ran in- 
to the woods and others, she is sure, got 
into cars that weren’t driven by the 
original designated driver chosen at 
the beginning of the night. 

Not all students drink 

Ms. Bates said though she and many 
of her friends neither drink nor con- 
done drinking, they still may attend 
these parties to socialize with their 
friends and make sure those students 
who do drink have a safe ride home. 
She said this was the case that Satur- 
day night. 

“If 250 of your classmates are going 
to a party and you have a choice of 
staying home or going to the party, but 
not drinking, you’re going to choose 
the party,” Ms. Bates said. 

She's afraid the entire senior class 
will be stereotyped. There are responsi- 
ble students who don’t drink and those 
who don’t let their classmates drink 
and drive, who are trying to solve part 
of the problem, she said. 

“People shouldn’t think that the 
whole student body is a bunch of alco- 
holics. There are people at these par- 
ties doing the right thing,” said Ms. 
Bates, 

Mr. Kelly, who is on the AHS foot- 
ball team, estimates at least one-third 
to possibly one-half of the students at- 
tending the parties don’t drink at all. 

He said he and his teammates don’t 
drink when they go to the weekend par- 
ties. In fact, Mr. Kelly said at the Sept. 
29 party, two members of the football 
team stood by the keg of beer and made 
sure none of their teammates con- 
sumed alcohol. 

Athletic Director James Hurley said 
although he doesn’t like to see large 
groups of kids left unsupervised in any- 
one’s home, he believes the alcohol and 
drug free stand that most student ath- 
letes in Andover take is a start. 

Last year and this year the Andover 
athletic department issued a form for 
student athletes and their parents to 
sign voluntarily, pledging to remain al- 
cohol and drug free for the entire sport 
season, 

The form is consistent with state 
athletic policies that students, “Shall 
not, regardless of the quantity, use or 
consume, possess, buy/sell or give 
away any beverage containing alcohol, 
smokeless tobacco, marijuana or any 
other controlled substance.” Penalties 
include loss of eligibility to play in two 
consecutive games or two weeks, 
which ever is greater. A player also can 
be thrown off the team for further of- 
fenses. 

“You can look at the fact that ath- 
letes are attending these parties in 
many different lights, but the fact that 
they (the two football players who 


stood by the beer keg at one party) are 
trying is part of the beginning to solv- 
ing a very large teen-age drinking prob- 
lem,” Mr. Hurley said. 

Alternatives 

Students, teachers and 
administrators all agree one answer is 
to provide more alcohol- and drug-free 
activities. 

SADD organizers hope to sponsor 
more school functions this year. A 
chemical-free night at one of the local 
health clubs is in the planning stages. 
For approximately $10, students can at- 
tend and play sports, and participate in 
a variety of social activities without al- 
cohol or drugs. A mystery night and 
sleigh ride are also being considered, 
said Ms. Bates.

The town clerk's office was busy all 
day and into the night Tuesday, sign- 
ing up new voters on the last day to 
register in time for the general elec- 
tion on Tuesday, Nov. 6.

market as a first time buyer.” 

Preliminary rental figures for 
Andover show the average one-bed- 
room unit, excluding utilities, ranges 
from $550 to $750 a month. Two-bed- 
room units are $700 to $950 a month 
and some of the newer three-bedroom 
apartments available at Brookside 
Estates and Riverview Commons in 
West Andover rent from $1,200 to $2,000 
a month, according to the report. 


Single-family rentals 

Rentals for single family homes 
average between $1,200 and $2,400 a 
month. 

The report states a $28,000 income 
would be needed to afford a rent of $700 
a month and $48,000 for a rent of $1,200 
a month. 

The state’s “anti-snob zoning act” 
requires towns to create 10 percent of 
its housing stock as affordable units or 
risk losing state aid for items such as 
road and sewer improvements. 

“Right now, we have 851 units that 
can count toward our 10 percent fig- 
ure,” Ms. Hill said. 


Just 38 units short 

The town was just 38 units short of 
the state requirement, according to 
1980 census figures, and ranks high in 
compliance compared to communities 
throughout the state. But the best 
guess right now is that the 1990 census 
will bring that deficit up to 179 units. 

Ms. Hill calls those figures a “num- 
bers game.” 


“Let’s get away from the numbers 
game and really look at what’s going on 
here. There’s a really big affordability 
gap ,” she said.

In 1989, Andover had a total of 
10,295 year-round dwelling units, 
almost 75 percent of which were 
owner-occupied, single-family units. 
Under current zoning regulations, an 
additional 2,315 units could be 
constructed for a total of 12,610 year- 
round housing units. 

The median annual household 
income in Andover for 1989 was 
$54,059, but the income required to 
purchase the median-priced home in 
Andover was over $87,000. 

The maximum income allowed in 
order to qualify for moderate-income 
housing in Andover is $31,114. A low- 
income household would earn less 
than $19,446 annually. 

The 45-64 age group has the 
greatest number of households 
earning more than $50,000, while the 
65-and-over age group has the largest 
percentage of households in the low- 
to moderate-age group. 

In 1989, 2,004 households, 20.6 
percent, declared incomes of less 
than $25,000. 

But 2,952 households, 30.3 percent, 


claimed an income of over $75,000, a - 


682 percent increase since 1980.

The demand for low-cost rental 
housing is evidenced by the one- to 
five-year delay for Andover residents 
interested in an Andover Housing 
Authority rental unit. 

Nearly 11 percent of the town is 
zoned for industrial use, 

Andover accounted for more than 
22 percent of the Merrimack Valley’s 
work force in 1987 and the payrolls of 
Andover businesses totaled over $7 
billion. 

The average income for municipal 
employees in 1989 ranged between 
$26,446 and $29,263. 

In the future 

The average household size is 
expected to decrease from 2.8 in 1989 
to 2.6 in 1994, 

Demographic studies indicate the 
elderly, 65 and older, comprise 11.7 
percent of the population and this 
will increase to 13.4 percent by 1994. 
There will also be an increase in the 
number of pre-school children and a 
decrease in the 5-21 age group. The 
first-time home-buyer age group, 22 
44 year olds, is expected to comprise 
33 percent of the town’s population. 


Employment is expected to have 
steady growth but will depend on the 
availability of housing within the 
region. 


considered to deal with the growing 
housing needs in Andover. 

One solution that may help the 
elderly is congregate housing, where a 
large Victorian home, for instance, can 
be converted into six or seven units.

Another option being considered is 
formation of community land trists, 
nonprofit organizations that acquire 
land by gift or purchase and create 
affordable housing in perpetuity, 
according to Ms, Hill. 

The trust would retain ownership of 
the land, but could either sell or rent 
the housing on the land as affordable 
units. 

“That’s one of the recommendations 
that we’re looking at and that we’re 
interested in,” Ms. Hill said. “We want 
to provide long-term affordable hous- 
ing and this is a good way to do it. 


Out of the market 

“The subsidy stays within the 
community, It takes the land out of the 
speculative market.” 

Andover is close to full build-out, 
and the majority of the land is residen- 
tially owned, according to planners. 

“Most of it has been built or subdi- 
vided. There’s not really that much 
available land left,” Ms. Hill said. 
“We’re looking at creating housing 
that is environmentally sensitive to the 
land, too,” 


Housing trust funds 

Housing trust funds are another 
option being considered, but depend on 
raising money from gifts or sale of 
municipal land, and the current eco- 
nomic environment may make this dif: 
ficult, according to Ms. Hill. 


Housing Corp. of Arlington, a non- 
profit group formed in 1987, recently 
made available three units of afford: 
able housing in this manner, according 
to a Boston Globe article last month. 

The Planning Department is also 
working to create guidelines for devel- # 
opers interested in creating affordable § 
housing, Ms. Hill said. 

“T believe that housing is a right, it’s 
not a privilege,” she said. “It’s been the 
other way around.”
